NO CONTROVERSY 
Schiro reported that there was 
no controversy in the committee 


meeting behind ciosea aoors. ne 
said that consideration will be 
given to the committee recom- 
mendation that more manpower 
be provided for the police de- 
partment and that its intelli- 
gence program be expanded. 

The mayor explained that 
he was discharging the commit- 
tee at its own request because 
it had reported that its work 
was completed. 

The report referred to was 
one which the committee issued j 
in April and not June 10 and 11 
individual statements by Trapo- 
lin regarding existence of or- 
ganized crime, which resulted 
m the controversy with' Levy 

“I do not wish to elaborate 
on anything that the mayor 
has said,” remarked Trapo- 
lin. 

I think that we can say that 
we are very pleased that the 
mayor has recognized our work. 
He has already implemented 
some of our suggestions. I be- 
lieve that many things have ! 
taken place and do not care to 
go into detail at this time. We 1 
have made our report, and I 
feel that our job is done.” 
MEDIA invited 
T he mayor invited representa- 
tives of news media to attend 
the meeting in his office with 
Trapolin, which was scheduled 
for 11:45 a. m. However, Trapo- 
lin immediately asked that he 
be allowed to meet privately 
with committee members in 
the mayor’s conference room, 
i Shortly after the committee re- 
tired into the room, the mayor 
joined it. 

Committee members besides 
Trapolin were Municipal Court 
Judge Joseph R. Bossetta, Coun- 
cilman Maurice E. Landrieu and 
James A. Moreau, Mrs. Millie 
Charles, Mrs. Leo Mervis, Dr. 
Daniel Thompson, Charles R. 
Ward, Parish Prison Warden 
A. J. Falkenstein representing 
Criminal Sheriff Louis A. Heyd 
Jr., Arthur J. Chapital Sr., War- 
ren Waters and Deputy Police 
Supt. for Administration W illia m 
J. Stevens. 

In its report, besides recom- 
mending beefing up of police] 
manpower and funds for the po-i 
lice department, the committee 
urged construction of a new 
Parish Prison, planning funds 
for which have been provided; 
establishment of drug and al- 
coholic detoxification centers, 

’ and location of a juvenile de- 
tention building in the New O.r- 
1 leans area.
